With this introduction the au­ 
dience was in the command of the 
speaker and he e.xplained th at what he 
saw of the audience were the houses 
they lived in and not their real selves.

the assistant »ang the scale in the lan­ 
tern and as each note was sung, and 
afterwards returned to, it produced the 
same waves ou the canvas. 
This he 
did not only to entertain the curiosity 
of the audience but to show how sensi­ 
tive to these little waves of air are the 
ear drums. 
A picture of the nerve 
cells of the brain was shown and the 
professor declared that to 
produce 
any thought a certain set of nerves 
had to work In conjunction. 
The 
more times any one thought was allow­ 
ed In the brain the easier it became for 
those certain nerves to work. 
In fact, 
they become speciali/ed. 
in this way 
the young man can say no to tempta 
tion at tirst, but yielding once maktis 
It easier to yield a second time and 
after awhile his nerves are so spe- 
ciali/.ed that he Isa hopeless and help­ 
less victim of habit. 
He e'oiiuently 
pleaded for the boys and asked that the 
same safeguards be thrown about them 
that are thrown about their sisters. 
Through his scientitic reasoning he 
showed that from the sowing of wild 
oats there must come a reaping of 
them.

Postmaster of Fairland Meets With

At pre.sent all l)irtli.s, «leatliK and m ar­ 
riages are refii.stered by the parish 
priests, and a fee of one dollar for each 
certifii-ate is charged. 
In 187i) a r«*gis- 
tration law ai)plieable to tlie riiilip- 
pines was «*naeted in Siiain, but ow'ing 
to the inlluence of the clergy it hius 
never been put into eifect. This law 
reduced tin; eharge.s 80 per cent., and 
gave Justices of the peace the power to 
register births, dmithB and marriageB. 
It also prohibited tlu* priests from reg­ 
istering these events, and of course de­ 
prived them of a large revenue. 


When the 
l^hilippine commission 
was in the archipelago it was requested 
to procure the enacMment of a law of 
this kind. If the reeomniendations of 
th at body are adopted the Kjianish law’ 
of 1870 wdll be put In force. This will 
give ju’stices of the pence and clerks «^f 
courts authority to perform dutie.s of 
thi^ kind now' done by priests. No ex­ 
pense will be incurred by the govern­ 
ment in granting- this wish of the Fili­ 
pinos, as enough fees will be collected 
to cover all outlay.

The outlook for the Wolverine augar 
company is growing brighter day by 
day and the prospect^i are now that the 
factory will have all the beets it can 
grind up this year. 


At LaPorte, Ind., a very enthusiaí*tic 
meeting wai held Saturday afternoon 
and several contracts were secured for 
the Wolverine facttn*y. 
The leading 
citizens of that city have interested 
themselves in the sugar beet culture 
and such men as Prof. Banks of I’erdue 
university are enthusiastic workers In 
the effort to give the Indiana wheat 
growers a crop that will prove more 
proti table than wheat. 
The La Forte 
Bulletin says of the meeting: 


••There was a fairly good attendance 
of farmers ut tiie meeting held In the 
city hall today for the purpose of e.x- 
KHindlng the cause of the sugar beet 
nduatry. 
Both the Kalaniazoo Sugar 
Beet company and 
the 
Wolverine 
Sugar Beet company, of Benton Har­ 
bor, had representatives present to ad­ 
dress the meeting. 
Hon. J. W. Fletch­ 
er represented the latter company, C. 
S. Bender talking for the Kalamazoo 
company. 
After e.^idaining how the 
sugar beet I» raised, the speakers were 
open to (luestions and readily answered 
all ini|ulries made.

**We had a judge down In my part 
oi the state,” said Congressman Lan- 
lianif of Texas, who w?« on the bench 
in his district for many years, ‘‘who 
was fond of his toddy, but not ex­ 
cessively so. 
On 
one occasion 
he 
passed sentence on a prisoner who 
had been convicted of horse stoaling. 
It appeared in the testlinouy that the 
man was drunk when he committed 
the act, but th a t (ioesn’t excuse a man 
for stealing horses—not in 
Texas. 
Sometimes men kill in Texas when 
they are drunk, and occusionally go 
free, but when a man sleals u horse in 
oiir state he nearly always gets a peni­ 
tentiary senienee. 
In the 
case of 
which I speak tlic court said to the 
prisoner in dealing* out the penalty: 
•“ I knew your fjither, and a most 
estimable man he was, but lie had one 
failing, 
lie loved liquor, and llnally 
it got the better of him and ho lost 
all his property and his friends. 
It 
ai»i)ears that your love for liquor is 
the cause of your being here. 
It is 
iny painful duty (o .sentence you to 
ten years in the state penitentiary. 
Ten long years of labor for stealing 
a horse, and the testimony shows he 
wasn’t anything extra, either. 
But 
you stole him. 
Ten years a t labor in 
a prison is a long time. J wish there 
were some extenuating circunistancea 
th a t would w arrant me in reducing 
the time, but there are none. 
You 
get ten years.’ 


“During the delivery of 
the sen­ 
tence. which was as solemn as if it 
had been one for death, the court­ 
room was painfully still. 
The judge 
naotioned to the sherilT to take charge 
of the i>risoner. 'Inen, whether it was 
a new thought or whether it was one 
th e judge had had in mind all the 
wiiile 1 don’t know, but ho turned to 
the prisoner as he was being taken 
back and said: ‘len long years, and 
in all th a t time not a drop of liquor 
will you get.’

Dr. .hnnes II. JJyhloj), lu-ufes.sor of logic 
a t Columbia \iniversiiy, who is deeply 
interested in the success of this appeal, 
explains that thorough scientific in­ 
vest igat Ion of these ¡ihenoniena was 
calculated to modify the whole theory 
of insanity, and that the community at 
large would conseijuently be beneilted. 


“Insane asylums,” he said, “are full 
of iuterestlng eases. If hallucinations, 
apparitions, automatisms, dowslngs, 
and things of this sort were studied 
in this country with as much care as 
Pierre Jan et lias bestowed upon them 
in France there would be a chance of 
discovering a cure for certain forms of 
insanity'. It \%ould not apply to acute 
mania, or mcluneholla, or epileptic in­ 
sanity, but it would apply to some 
forms of mental insanity which are 
based upon hallucinations. Many per­ 
sons are put in asylums who in reality 
are sane and merely have physical [x*- 
culiarities. 


“If we could get coincidental phe­ 
nomena in connection with the brain 
th at would suggest lu\lluelnatlons it 
would modify the whole theory of in­ 
sanity. 


“Jf insanity lies on the borderland 
at any stage of future existfnee w’e 
ought not to tiv at it frpm the materlal- 
Istli! j)oint of view. 
It Is worth while 
ran.saeking the insane asylums to es­ 
tablish the tru th of this alone.”
